PARIS, Jan. 2.—A famed Chicago 
contribution to the international the- 
ates, who rose from a farmland sub- 
urb to be an intimate of European 
queens and a friend of artists and lit- 
erary people of the two hemispheres, 
died early this morning in her suite 
at the Plaza Athenee hotel. It was 
Loie Fuller, known to France as “ la 
Belle Loie.” 

The dancer passed away surrounded 


by a trace of her one time glory. In| 


the last hours Queen Marie of Rou- 
mania, from whom she had been some- 
what estranged during the queen’s re- 
cent tour of America, sent her this last 
message: 


' “ Good-by, Loie, ‘La Belle Loie,’ my 


best beloved. MARIE.” 
Dance at Bedside. 
Around her bedside gathered the 
pupils of her famous dancing school 
in Paris. The French press gives col- 
umns of front page space in sympa- 
thetic farewell. The immediate cause 
of her death was bronchial pneumonia, 
to which she fell victim after a two 
moths’ illness brought on by pto- 
maine poisoning last October. 1 
The body will be cremated on 
Wednesday. laced 
in the columbarium of the ‘historic 
Pere ld Chaise cemetery. This ac-., 
cording to Miss Fuller's wishes,. for 
she transferred her affections comi- 
pletely to France since her disillusion- 
ments in connection with Queen Ma- 
rie’s tour of the United States. 


“La Belle Loie,” as every French- 
man of middle age knew her, was 58. 
Her bright star first rose on the hori- 
zon of the French stage in 1893 when 
she came here and made her debut in 
the Folies Bergere in the.

The American wants his wealth managed ne ) 
private hands. He has had experience with gov- 
ernment management and is familiar with its 
failure. He trusts the man who has risen to the 
top in private life more than the man who has 
climbed the political ladder—at least in the sound 
handling of finance. So America has communism 
without state control. 

And he has it without confiscation and without 
compulsion. He owns because he wants to, and 
nothing but the usual hazard of investment can 
take his wealth from him. He owns in accordance 
with his ability and his judgment and not by any 
divine right of equality. He works to promote 
the common prosperity, not through any desire 
to help an intangible thing like the state, but to 
help himself and his family. The old distinction 
between capital and labor is fading. The modern 
laborer ig often a capitalist, even though a small 
one; and it has been discovered that a ‘Capitalist 
usually works, and for the welfare of others 
besides himself.

The suggestions were put in definite 
form and transmitted through the 
French embassy after Secretary Kel- 


jogg had discussed the situation with 
the entire membership of the senate! 
foreign relations committee. 
Two Different Proposals. 

In the conversations between Secre- 
tary KeUogg and Ambassador Claudel 
there were two different proposals as 
to ways of tighténing up diplomatic 
machinery for preserving peace. The 
Washington government is planning 
to follow up the conclusion of the 
new peace treaties with France by

That circumstance inclines the 
Washington viewpoint to favor a re- 
vision and strengthening of the Root 
treaty so as to include a policy declara- 
tion against war in the préambie.

Loophole in Gouncil Bill 
for Utility Concerns. 


-BY OSCAR HEWITT. 
The incidental cost, which is sup- 
| posed to be most troublesome in the 
construction of a subway, is the re- 


moval and relocation of the pipes, 
wires, conduits, and other utility prop- 
erties in the way. This subject has 
been discussed at six or seven meet- 
ings of the council loca] transporta- 
tion committee in the last year, but 
at none of those meetings was it esti- 
mated whether the cost would be 
$500,000 or $5,000,000, or more. | 

If it is a smeil amount, it is un- 
important in the spending of $30,000,- 
000 for a subway, but, if large, there 
might be serious protests against mak- 
ing that cost a part of the aggregate 
expenditures for sulways. 

. Position Is Changed. 

Before the last legislature the alder- 
men and city officials took one posi- 
tion; now they have changed to an- 
other. 

To the general assembly the compa- 
nies presented a bill granting power to 
the city to compel the utilities to re- 
move their pipes and wires from the 
path of a subway and relocate them 
at p designated by the city. To 
this point that enabling legislation was |! 
approved by the aldermen. But the 
bill also provided that if any utility 
failed to remove and relocate its prop- 
erty the city would bear the expense of 
doing it, as a part of the cost of sub- 
way construction, and that the city 
might reimburse itself from lessees of 
subway space in rentals or otherwise. 
To this the aldermen strenuously ob- 
jected. They prevailed upon the house 
committee considering the bill to strike 
out this later part of me enabling 
legislation. 
7 Cost Borne by Each. 

The aldermen claimed that the city 
should bear the cost of removing its 
sewers and water mains. They as- 
gerted that it was only equitable that 
the gas company should pay for re- 
moving and relocating its pipes, the 
Edison company its wires and con- 
duits, the phone company its wires and 
cables, and likewise for the Western 
Union and Postal telegraph companies 
and all others. They cited the fact 
that one corporation counsel after an- 
other has expressed the opinion that 
each utility was legally liable for such 
costs. In addition they pointed out 
a recent Supreme court decision in 
’ which it is asserted that a utility must 
bear such cost. 

Now the aldermen and corporation 
counsel have written their own draft 
for power relating to this same sub- 
ject. It is a verbatim copy of the 
companies’ bill, with certain additions, 
which make it much more objection- 
able to the aldermanic viewpoint of 
eight months ago, than was the com- 
panies’ bill then. The aldermanic bill 
now includes that part jot the compa- 
-nies’ bill, which the aldermen had a 
committee of the legislature kick out. 

Bill Puts Cost on City. 

Mirst, the aldermanic bill. confers 
power upon the city to compel the util- 
itiea to remove their property from the 
path of Bubway construction and that 
the city may assume the cost of the 
removal and relocation and assess it 
against private property holders, spe- 
cially benefited by‘a as a spe- 
cial benefit. 

But if the utilities soli to remove 
their own property. then the city as- 
sumes the obligations and acquires the 
powers, enumerated in the companies’

moval and relocation of utility proper- 
ty referred to are in the so-called bill 
permitting the construction of subways 
by special assessments. Mayor Thomp- 
son has said that the city does not 
need this bill because he believes the 
city has the power now to build sub- 
ways by special assessments. These 
assessments, the mayor has been ad- 
vised, can be spread over a period of 
20 years, and therefore, in his opinion, 
make the special assessment power 
practicable to utilize. The transit com- 
panies believe the city needs more or 
clearer powers to build subways by 
special assessments, or the incidental 
powers to be conferred by this bill are 
more important than its prominently 
displayed provisions.

QUALITY WANES; 
HELPS YANKEES

With the exception of Buenos Aires, 
all the leading world’s markets were 
closed Monday, but will reopen today.

Values in the United States 
are not high as compared with those 
abroad. March wheat in Chicago last 
Saturday closed 21%c under Liverpool, 
with May 18%c under and July 22%c 
under, the latter being at almost a full 
shipping difference. 
There apparently is a lack of apprecia- 
tion by American traders of the strong 
statistical position the world over, as 
some of the closest observers of condi- 
tions see it. The world’s wheat crop is
